RIVER.

The Sagnenay. a large river in Cana- 


la, falling into the estuary of Ihe St. 
-awrence, on Ihe north side, about one 
lundfcd and fifteen miles below Que 
ice, is righlly reckoned as being tlu 
leepest and most remarkable stream in 
ihe world. 
Kxcepting in a very few 


daces, w-hcre great ranges of hillsscem 
lo cross its bed, the average depth is 
line hundred feel, the bottom at the 
spot where it joins the SI. Lawrence bc- 
ng over six hundred feet In-low the bot- 
iom of Ihe Inst-named slteiim. Thus a 
ow point of rocks al the shore, or an 
sland, is really the top of a modernte- 
si/.ed m o u n t a i n springing np from the 
mysterious depths of lliis deepest of all 
rivers. 
As tlie. spring tides rise about 


eighteen feet, Ihe currents of the rivei 
are violent and 
eccentric; in some 


:>laces Itie ebb stream runs four lo six 
miles per hour: the eddies along llie 
shove arc like those of a rapid. Ihe nn- 
lercurrcnt sometimes laying hold of a 
vessel lo turn her about or to hold her 
in spite of all efforts to escape-. 


Before the use of towhoals on ll.e 


Saguenay, a vessel left helpless by a 
calm sometimes drifted against some 
submerged mountain peak, and, when 
llie tide fell, capsized in deep water. 
An anchorage being very rarely found, 
large iron rings have been set in the 
rock's which show themselves above the. 
water, and vessels often tie up lo these 
"hitching-posls" nnd await a fair wind, 
.'he tide of the Sagnenay, for some un- 
explained reason, advances with ex- 
traordinary 
rapidity, thus, notwith- 


standing llic fact that tlie ebb current 
••cry rarely ceases to How out of the 
.-iver, high tide arrives at Chicontitni 
only forty-five minutes later than at> 
Tadousae, seventy miles away. On the 
St. l,awrence the tide aik-ances in the 
same time, only from Tadonsae to Mur- 
ray bay, thirty-live miles distant.—St. 
Louis Kepnhlie, 


Smoke HIOAKoin*.
